Conversations on Contemporary 
Drama, by Clayten Hamilton (New

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_New York and New Music 


By WINTHROP P. TRYON 


New York, Nov. 6 
USIC is the only pursuit, as far 
as I am aware, with regard to 
which my fellow-countrymen 
show a disinclination tobe modern. 
No; that scarcely puts it right. Music, 
I had better say, is the only interest 
with reference to which the portion 
of my compatriots known as the 
musical public exhibits a willingness 
to be behind the times. Why this 
happens to be the case, I have long 
sought to determine. And I have no 
doubt the reason would prove a good 
enough one, could it be with cer- 
tainty found. An explanation that I 
should like to venture is, that the 
pecple who take upon themselves. 
the special duty of cultivating the 
art of tone have become conservative 
through over- education. 

Now ‘I fancy that the majority of 
persons who attend concerts will 
disclaim anything like the posses- 
sion of extensive musical training. 
While they will acknowledge that 
they like music, they will disavow 
all pretensions to a particular un- 
derstanding of its technique. And 
yet they do not, with such reply, up- 
set my notion in the least. They 
may, indeed, have been much under- 
educated in music, but they have 
been, I am compelled to believe, 
ovéreducated in education. Denying 
the right of formula and tradition to 
sway their thought in matters eco- 
nomic and mechanical, which chance 
to be their principal concern jit 
these days, they permit it to govern 
them rather completely in certain 
@sthetic matters, because these are, 
forsooth, secondary. 

A man with whom I am thrown in 
occasional contact in the course of 
my searching for musical news in 
this city, takes exactly the opposite 
view from me on the question. He 
refuses to accept either my facts or 
my deductions. He holds that the 
American musical public, or at any 
rate that part of it which resides in 
New York, far from being conserya- 
tive, is at heart zealously progres- 
sive. Edgar Varése, composer of the 
modernist, works for chamber music 
ensemble, “Hyperprism” and Oc- 
tandre,“ and of the very advanced 
{ orchestral piece, “Amériques,” is he 
to whom I refer.

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Strauss’ Latest | Works

a composer have limited them- 
selves more and more in recent 
years to ‘the reshaping of older 
works, either of his own or of classic 
origin. Such new positions as 
he has produced befray a predilec- 
tion for playfulmess and. daintiness 
which one would not have looked for 
from the composer of “Salome” and 
“Piektra” 10 or 12 years ago; wit- 
ness the insipid Schlagobers“ bal- 
let, or his latest comic opera entitled 
“Intermezzo,” which 18 still unper- 
formed but of which the writer has 
been privileged to hear a few sam- 
ples which strengthen the impres- 
sion that the cause of musical prog- 
ress has little more to expect from 
Richard auss. 

But in the same measure as the 
stream of Strauss' inspirations has 
flowed less freely, he has learned to 
draw upon the resources of a former 
period, The majority of the compo- 
sitions launched under his name in 
recent years are but rearrangements 
of classical works, sich as the bal- 
let (produced by him at Vienna) 
built on melodies of Couperin; or his 
version of Boleldien’s Jean de 
Paris” which we ‘heard here two 
years ago. 

And Strauss’ latest works, both 
produced here this month, as the 
Staatsoper's contribution to the cur- 
rent Municipal Music. Festival, are 
but rearrangéments; and rearrange- 
ments of a rather problematical sort. 
One is Mgjiére’s Le Bourgeois Gen- 
tilhomme,” with Strauss' music, and 
the other a ballet entitled The 
Ruins of Athens,” with music from 
Beethoven's ballet of that name, re- 
adjusted and augmented by Strauss. 
The production of “Le Bourgeois 
Gentilhomme” was lavish, and no 
pains had been spared to stage this 
Strauss premiére in the most im- 
pressive manner possible., Leading 
actors from the Burgtheatér—among 
them Willy Thaller, the veteran 
comedian, who impersonated Jour- 
dain, the profiteer—joined with some 
of the best singers and dancers from 
the Staatsoper. Yet, as the evening 
progressed, it became clear that the 
production would excite little more 
than purely historical interest. Mo- 
liére’s comédy, despite the modern- 
ized guise which Hugo von Hofmanns 
that had provided for it, proved a 
tedious and unamusing affair, and 
too heavy a burden for Strauss’ 
music, which is often charming and 
always graceful but which nowhere 
deviates from the playful and dainty 
vein which has become his familiar 
pattern. Portions of the music 
which Jean Baptiste Lully wrote for 
Moliére’s play in the poet’s own time 


tions, employed, and these pieces 
proved some of the best numbers in 
the score—particularly the beautiful 
Minuet in G major which Strauss 
uses as prelude to the second act. 
Beethoven's ballet was originally 
one of those rare specimens of oc- 
casional music” which are of a high 
order. The occasion Was the open- 
ing of the new Opera House at 
Budapest, in 1812, and the ballet had 
a rather patriotic and Hapsburgian 
flavor which would hardly be suited 
to our time. Hofmannsthal, the 
adapter of the old book, introduces a 
German poet who, roaming among 
the ruins of the Greek city, conjures 
up visions of the past greatness, and 
whose dreams assume the shape of 
many gorgeously mounted ballet 
scenes, intersperséd with some of 
Beethoven's beautiful solo and choral 
songs. Portions of Beethoven’s 
equally forgotten ballet, “The Crea- 
tures of Prometheus,” are inter- 
spersed, and the overture to the lat- 
ter ballet now serves as the overture 
to “The Ruins.” The melodramatic 
music which Strauss contributed to 
the compilation utilizes themes from 
Beethoven’s third and fifth sym- 
phonies. 

Heinrich Kröller, the ballet master, 
achieved some wondérful work in 
the groupings, and did even greatef 
service to Gluck’s ballet, Don Juan,” 
which the Staatsoper produced in 
conjunction with the Beethoven-

That time is gone now. The war 
and its consequences have. brought 
about a change of artiatic feeling, 
and the younger generation of com- 
posers. has ideals different from 
those professed by Richard Strauss. 
In the meantime, Frdnz Schreker has 
become a successful opera composer 
in central Durope, and Der ferne 
Klang,” Die . Gegeichneten” and 
“Der Schatzgraber” have conquered. 
the greater opera houses of 
Germany. 
But the appearance of Schreker, 
who, as @ coloristic opera composer, 
undoubtedly is of rather transitory 
importance, could not have over- 
shadowed Strauss if the latter had 
not acted against his own great 
fame, which, of course, still persists. 
His “Whipped Cream,“ on its firat 
performance at the Vienna State 
Opera, proved a great digappoint- 
ment, and there, for the Arst time in 
Richard Strauss’ artistic career, even 
his most passionate and faithful par- 
tisans began to doubt his capacity 
of any longer giving the world valu- 
able works. 

Shall we hope that even now he is 
going to take us by surprise? His 
new “Intermezzo,” which had been 
destined for the Vienna Opera, but 
which the composer took away from 
it, giving it to the Dresden State 
Opera, will have its premiére in 
Dresden, at the end of October, under 
the strenuous baton of Fritz Busch. 
This young conductor, suceesser of 
Schuch, seems to be determined to 
renew the glory of the Dresden 
Opera by giving new splendor to the 


| work of Richard Strauss. So far as 
we’can judge by some really won- 


derful performances, such as that of 
„Boris Godounoff,” the greatest care 
will be taken fo make “Intermezzo” 
a great event. 

Some weeks before this opera ap- 
pears, we are informed about 
Strauss' artistic intentions by a 
preface to his work published in 
the newspapers. Though it sounds 
like an excuse or perhaps a means 
of drawing attention to what would 
not otherwise cause the same an- 
ticipation as his former works, it 
contains some very interesting re- 
marks concerning the importance 
that ought to be attached to “the 
word” in opera. We all know that 
too often the text is overwhelmed 
by music in opera, though most 
hearers hardly notice it. For as 
long as the aria reigns and the voice 
of the singer is powerful that short- 
coming disappears for the audience. 

Now Richard Strauss . confesses 
that from the beginning of: his op- 
eratic career he has aimed at noth- 
ing more than making the word in 
opera comprehensible. But both the 
poor pronounciation of singers and

This, in the earlier American litera- 
ture, Lowell and Hawthorne, Holmes 


and Thoreau have given us. For this, 
in English, letters, Leigh Hunt and 
Elia have\set up such a standard that 
it is not strange the-art should have 
seemed for long a lost art. And the 
charfh of their work lies very 
largely in its quality of ‘touch 
and go—in its suggestive rather than 
“affirmative manner. Here is some- 
thing that never lays the law down 
for me, but with a word here, a pen 
picture there, or a pertinent anec- 
dote, sets my own thought jogging 
into one or another worth-while 
Highway or byway. This manner is 
peculiarly complimentary and in- 
gratiating, to the gentle reader. 
Whereas poetry is a bit assertive, 
insisting like the Ancient Mariner 
on an audience, the essay holds it- 
self with a reserve. It is as if who 
should say,— 

I infer that you, dear oder, 
have a degree of intelligence, of 
curlosity, of Jeisureliness, of appre- 
Glation and of open-mindedness. 
For this reason I am settipg forth 
not so much to make statements as 
to offer inferences ” 

This air of nonchalance is one of 
the essay’s positive charms. A cer- 
tain apparent lack of form, instead 
of detracting from it, rather con- 
firms its power to ingratiate. What 
indeed if on analysis this lack of 
form is found to be more or less of 
an Illusion? None the less while in 
one sense of the term it may be 
utterly formless, in another deeper 


sense it must have form to stand 


at all. It must have that sort of 
form which we mean when we speak 
of an athlete being in good form. 
This is so close of kin to style that 
it is often difficult to distinguish be- 
tween the’ two terms. And here to 
be sure we are at the very crux of 
our matter. For this mysterious 
quality. this style, is of the essay’s 
very essence.

Long ago we were told that the 
style is the man. Walter Pater went 
so far as to claim that the style is 
the age.

Alexander 
Smith, whose own “Dreamthorpe” is 
still a volume to have and to hold, 
claimed that the essay “resembles 
the lyric in so far as it is moulded by 
some central mood—whiméical, seri- 
ous, or satirical.” Poetry, we are 
all agreed, puts us in a particular 
mood and Mr. Benson claims that the 
essayist je- “reall a lesser kind of

Cyclamens Under 
Parnassus ° 


A few pink cyclamens have begun 
to flower on the stony bank now that 
the autumn rains have come. They 
have lain there dormant through the 
summer monthe‘of rainless heat. The 
cliff below slopes steeply downward 
to a narrow beach of shingle from 
which the blue channel stretches 
across to the Nomos of County of 
Phthiotis, on the mainland. ring 
the summer the view has always 
faded into haze beyond the farther 
shore, but last night’s storm has 


jt has the wonderful clearness for 
which the atmosphere of Greece has 
always been remarkable. 

The channel is pale blue strewn 
with a million ripple shadows: on 
the farther shore the three peaks of 
Atalanta Island are deep violet: the 
mountains over them are dark blue: 
and above again only Parnassus has 
received the radiance of the rising 
sun. The mountain is a wondebful, 
pale, shining purple, seamed with a 
thousand threads and lines of shadow, 
its outline cut with perfect clearness 
against a sky of pale bright orange, 
overhung again by clouds of indigo. 
It is dawn color: it has the bright 
pure majesty that only the rising 
or the sinking sun can give. Par- 
nassus is no single, soaring summit; 
rather it is u heaved-up, mighty rock 
with one low cone slightly overtop- 
ping the other jagged edges. Two 
great irregular shadows toward its 
eastern end serve only to increase 
its distant Mystery and to emphasize 
its brilliance. 

In five minutes all the brilliance 
has faded: in ten the sun is up and, 
though the air is as clear as before. 
everything has changed to hard 
workaday, daylight gray and blue. 
The ¢yclamens have the same shade 
of color as that which lighted up 
Parnassus, but it is less briliiant and 
more earthly. In their name there 
flowers afresh a Greek root, 5 2 
a circle. 


Gypsy. Music and 
Master Musicians 


Liszt’s relation to the Romanies 
is well known, but that of Schubert, 
and the master of masters, Bee- 
thoven, though important, nds 
scarcely been pointed out. I had 
always felt that there was a pas- 
slonate quality in Beethoven's music, 
which was lacking in that of Mozart 
and Bach, and in that of his prede- 
cessors. There is a chasm-like 
depth to his expression of the tragic 
emotions and a fierce intensity in his 
joy, witness the Scherzo of the Ninth 
Symphony, quite different from 
Bach's bonhomie and serene gayety. 
There are sudden transitions in the 
works of Beethoven unlike anything 
gave those of gypsy music. Though 
the tzigahes taught him little 
directly, indirectly they showed him 
the value’ of spontaneity; which led 
him to express his tumultuous spirit’ 
in rhapsodic bursts of feeling, which 
shocked his less romantic contem- 
poraries. 

Imagine my delisht on learning 
that the master’s patron, Esterhazy, 
had a gypsy orchestra, and on recog- 
nizing a. definitely gypsy theme in 
the “King Stephen Overture!” Later 
I learned that he had taken this 
theme from Bihary, whose playing 
bad thrilled him as it had Liest. 
Later .still I came on these lines in 
Liszt’s rare and beautiful book, Des |. 
Bohémiens et de leur Musique, 
speaking of gypsy music: “Beethoven 
was acquainted with it, as is obvious 
from. more than one of his pages, 
more than ‘one of his ideas, more 
than one of the daring flights in his 
later w gs!” 

As. fe chubert, I heard an inter- 
esting dote in this regard from 
the lean composer, Edgar Still- 
man- Kelly. He had heard it some 
years ago from an aged musician in 
Switzerland, who had heard it from 
Schubert himself.

Martin Hardie 
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“A Penny to Twickenham Town” 


Twickenham has always been a 
favourite place for residences, some 
of them the most picturesque round 
London, and the proportion of these 
connected with literature is probably 
larger than that in any town of its 
size in the world. 

Of their occupiers some flew, moth- 
like, round the candle of Pope’s 
genius, though most. from the very 
love of the place, came to reside in 


“Twit'nam, so dearly loved, so often 
sung, 

Theme of each raptured heart and 
flowing tongue,“ 


to quote the lines of Maurice, and to 
e joy the velvet meadows of Twick- 
enham, studded with noble trees, 
which looked cooler and greener than 
ever,“ to use the words of Hook, or, 
if preferred, of Dickens, whd says 
in Sketches by Boz: “We grant that 
the banks of the Thames are very 
beautiful at Richmond and Twicken- 
. 

The terry here is probably the 
best known in England, if not the 
world, on account of Theo. Marzial's 
famous song, “Twickenham Ferry,” 
the words of which tell a romance 
of the river: 


“O, hou, * 14 Ho, ye ho, who's for 
the f 
(The briar’ “ 10 bud, the gun's going 
down) 
And I’ll row ye so quick, and rll 
pow ye so steady, 
And it is But a penny to Twickenham 
Town.!“ 


Mr. Meagies in Little Dorrit had 
a cottage at Twickenham, somewhere 
about this part, for Dickens tells 
us: “It stood in a garden and was 
‘defended by a goodly show of hand- 
some trees and spreading ever, 
greens. It was made of an old brick 
house, of which a part had been 
altogether pulled down, and another 
part had been changed into the 
present-cottage.... Within view was 
the peaceful river, and the ferry 
boat.” . 

At a humble little wogden house, 
which up to five or six years ago 
stood in Holly Road (known locally 
as Back Lane), Henry Fielding, the 
“father of the ‘Bnglish novel” lived, 
and here he wrote his masterpiece, 
Tom Jones. Fielding was.a second 
cousin to Lady Mary Wortley Mon- 
tagu, who lived less than a hundreii 
yards away; though in a house which 
would almost take the whole of 
( in the hall.

O VCUAPREHENSIVE are the 
teachings of Christ Jesus that 
they cover every phase of hu- 

man. experience. Une wuo unuer- 
stands their spiritual import can 
scarcely imagine hinself to be placed 
in any situat.on from which extrica- 
tion could not be had through the 
application of the Master’s teachings: 
It would de very necessary, however, 
to render strict obedience to his ad- 
monitions, both in spirit and in letter. 
To gain the full reward, the obedi- 


ence must be complete and unques- 


tioning. In presenting to his dis- 
ciples the results of obedience and 
faith, the means by which even 
mountains could be removed, Jesus 


made an important stipulation which 


must be strictly obeyed. The command, 
“Be thou removed, and be thou cast 
into the sea,“ must be accompanied |- 
by perfect faith. “And shall not doubt 
in his heart” was the condition of 
success which the Master named, 
adding, but shall believe that those 


things which he saith shall come to 


pass; he shall have whatsoever he 
saith.” 

This, truly, was an extraordinary 
assertion, one that seems quite im- 
possible of fulfillment, judged. from 
the commonly accepted standards of 
human accomplishment. Yet in 
light of spjritual understanding, these 
promises are found not to be extrava- 
gant, but, rather, to be logical and 
quite possible of fulfillment. 

If one examine into the reasons 
why such deeds are not performed 
more frequently, a situation hinted 
at in this sublime lesson, he will in- 
evitably arrive at the conclusion that 
failure is due to two causes,—namely, 
doubt, and lack of spiritual under- 
standing. It must not be overlooked 
that Christ Jesus was speaking from 
a spiritual point of view, out of the 
demonstrated knowledge that God is 
infinite, the only power and the only 
presence, hence, the source of all 
causation. This understanding nec- 
essarily engenders faith in God, a 
faith which precludes the possibility 
of entertaining the slightest doub of 
His power and availability to meet 
the needs of humanity. Truth so 
founded is above the 3 of 
doubt. ‘ 

It was to this exalted state of 1 
Jesus had attained. and out of which 
he spoke. What may seem to us 
transcendental and impossible of ac- 
complishment. because of a lesser de- 
gree of spiritual vision, to him seemed 
not only logical, but natural and nor- 
mal.

To establish one’s thinking on a 
spiritual basis is, then, the primal 
necessity. How is this accomplished? 
By knowing and affirming that God, 
Spirit, is infinite, All; that His uni- 
verse, therefore, is spiritual, like 
Him; that God is the only power, and 
the sole cause and creator of all that 
These are fundamental facts, 
which must be in some degree com- 
prehended before faith is firmly es- 
tablished. ' 
But, it may be objected, can I ac- 
cept, without proof, a situation so 
contrary to the testimony of my 
senses? Fortunately, even a grain of 
understanding may be successfully 
applied and definite proof established. 
“A grain of Christian Science does 
wonders for mortals, so omnipotent 
is Truth,” declares Mrs. Eddy (ibid., 
p. 449), “but more of Christian Sci- 
ence must be gained in order to con- 
tinue in well doing.” As proof is 
adduced through application of spir- 
itual truth, faith grows apace,—not 
blind faith. be it said. but faith which 
is the outgrowth of understanding. 
The student of Christian Science, 
striving to spiritualize his thought, 
catches glimpses of marvelous possi- 
bilities in establishing the kingdom 
of heaven on earth.

As you did not mention the 
type of set you are using it will be im- 
possible to give you definite informa- 
tion as to tuning in, but a few general 
rules may be outlined which may prove 
helpful. The wavelengths in meters of 
the Class B radlocasting statiors in 
the United States range from about 250 
meters to about 550-meters. Your set 
probably has from one to three dials 
which, operate condensers. Turning the 
(dial or dials down to zero and then 
n slowly up through the fig 
el on the dials should tune 
ithe receiver through the wavelengths of 
any stations which happen to be radio- 
casting at the time within the range of 
vour set. KFQA, The Principia at St. 
Louis, Mo., has a wavelength of 261 
meters and should come in at a fairly 
low figure on your dials. . Here is a 
good method to follow: Tune in on a 
local station, make a note of the dial 
settings it comes in on. Then look up 
the wavelength in meters of that sta- 
tion.. Say the wavelength is 360 meters, 
and the dial markings on vour set are 
about 25. If possible make notes on 
other stations in the same manner. 

en you will have what is termed a 
“log” of stations, and by a little figur- 
ing it will be easy to find the dial set- 
tings which will bring in a new station 
if the wavelength is known.

until a reform is effected. He js to 
publish a book in many languages, 
to be entitled “A Nation Under the 
Yoke.” It is to be circulated in mil- 
lions of copies secretly in Spain it- 
self. 

There can be no doubt that.the 
vigorous author of “The Four Horse- 
men of the Apocalypse” is in earnest. 
His denunciations are tremendously 
impressive; he calls the reign of 
Alfonso “impotent and destructive.” 
He says: 

I shall not rest until it is de- 
stroyed. King Alfonso is the weak 
accomplice of a monstrous and gro- 
tesque Dictatorship. My country is 
like a lady of medieval romance im- 
prisoned in a dark tower. Every 
man owes it to the spirit of human 
freedom to liberate her. 

The King is for him a “mere pinch- 

beck kaiser”; the military adventures 
which he has encouraged must end in 
disaster; militarism in Spain must 
become the instrument of its own 
destruction. He declares: 
Altfonso created the military Die- 
tatorship, but the military Dictator- 
ship has become his master, and he 
is the helpless prisoner of his own 
hired assassins. 

Spain is living in the Middle Ages 
under a system of oppression. It 
it.a gigantic barracks: the military 
men hold every post, they are in- 
competent and corrupt. Generals 
who were on half- pay have taken 
the place of the civil government, 
and a captain and a corporal rep- 
resent the Municipal Council. 

The military men think they can 
do everything. One thing they can- 
not do, and that is to make war. 
The Constitution has been over- 
thrown, but liberty has been abol- 
ished, the press has been muzzled, 
the intellectuals are censored and 
are driven into exile. ; 

He admits that it would be far 
from easy to sweep away the present 
régime, since the army, with a few 
machine guns, could break up the 
biggest crowds of indignant citizens. 
Nevertheless, he believes that the 
time will come, and that shortly, 
when there will be a tremendous up-. 
heaval, when: the Dictatorship and 
the dynasty will be dropped into the 
limbo of forgotten things, and when 
Spain will. take its rightful piace 
among the democracies.

Politi- 
cal catchwords, shrewdly construed and persist- 
ently employed by self-seekers, usurp in their 
minds the fundamental Truth which lies at the 
root of righteous being, whether individual or 
national. Party labels confuse them—whether 
a Bovernmental policy is founded upon truth 
saa love is of less importance than whether it 
appears in this or that party platform. 
Men of the utmost siricerity and indubitable 
patriotism differ sharply, and come to political 
blews, over issues that are in themselves tem- 
porary, evanescent, without enduring force or 
value, because wholly without relation: to-Prin- 
ciple. Because of this, mankind turns wearily 
from one party to the other, from Liberal to 
Conservative,’ from Republican to ‘Democrat, 
seeking ever a solution for political unrest and 
never finding it. Nor will it ever be found ‘in 
party organizations or in partisan pronounce- 
ments. 
There are sources more fundamental than 
the passing platforms of political parties to 
which the individual, be he private citizen. or 

national ‘statesman, may turn with confidence 
in search of that code of righteousness which 
shall meet all needs. Does the public man 
wish to make his “calling and election sure“? 
Let him consider those things which the Evan- 
gelist assured his hearers made failure impos- 
sible. What are these things? They are set 
forth in the Second Epistle General of Peter 
so clearly that none can mistake them: 


And beside this, giving all diligence, add to your faith 
virtue; and to virtue kaowledge; 

And to knowledge temperance; 
patience; end to patience godliness; 

And to a e kindness; and to wenden 
kindness charity. } 


Temperance, godliness, knowledge, virtue, 
patience,. brotherly love, charity. These are 
the fundamental virtues by which mankind is 
saved. That they find but little recognition in 
political platforms is one of the reasons why 
political victories so often turn to 8. Un- 
less it have a solid foundation in ith, no 
code, political or personal, can long endure. 

Indeed, the very materialists who rebel impa- 
tiently any suggestion that the Golden Rule be 
incorporated in the code which they present to 
the people, usually strive to find as a candidate 
some man whose personal character 
closely into accord with that Principle whose 
formal enunciation they avoid. Particularly. 
was this done in the recent election in the United 
States, and people voted for Calvin Coolidge, be- 
lieving him the exemplar of those virtues; per- 
sonal and political, which his party platform 
either evaded or ignored..

It by no means is yet the 
solution. itself, for while. the Irish Free State is 
satisfied that Great Britain has lived up to its 
treaty obligations, Ulster feels strongly ag- 
grieved that the commission is empowered to 
modify, without its consent, the boundaries 
which were conferred upon it under Mr. Lloyd 
George in 1920. 

The.amount of feeling which has been aroused 
over the boundary question is largely the result 
of misunderstandings and fortuitous. causes. 
From the very beginning’ rectification of the 
boundary has been recognized on both sides to 
be necessary. The proposal! which for long 1

The sales price of the United States fluc gates on 
the New York Stock Exchange. ‘The country, it is esti- 
mated, had an increase in value after the Republican 
victory at the polls, amounting to $324,000,000. The stocks 
listed on the exchange, which afe indices of the wealth 
of the corporations listed, had an average rise on the 
day after the election of 14 points sach. This meant 
an increase in their prices of about $250,000,000. The 
bonds listed had a smaller rise, amounting to about 
$30,000,000. On the wheat and cotton exchanges there 
were also rises,. 4 cents for wheat, meaning a total 
incréase in the value of the crop of $34,000,000; and an 
increase for the cotton crop of $10,000,000. Whether 
this total rise; which was not unexpected, will hold 
beyond the first flush of victory, is problematical, though 
there are few barometers as sensitive as the Stock 
Exchange.

Supplies for the meals are. all bought 
One kitchen cooks and 
distributes the food in thermos containers for fifteen’ of 
the schools, while the other fifteen have their own 
kitchens. The schools serving these lunches were chosen 
because they are in districts where parents find difficulty 
in providing their children with substantial meals.

When a chéree of dynamite blasted away the last 
stretch of rock separating the tubes drilled as part of a 
vehicular tunnel under the Hudson River, it was found 
that though the drilling had gone 700 feet from the east 
side, and 2800 from the west, and was guided entirely 
underneath the surface, the directions had been kept 80 
accurately that the centers of-the two tubes pointed only 
three-quarters’ ef an inch off. This joining of hands under 
the river marked the halfway point in the construction 
of the first tunnel, a similar step taking place in the 
second in December, and the two, having been started 
two years and two weeks ago, will be completes in seat 
about two years more.
